Just now the press of New Orleans is 
unearthing and exposing the ‘‘wild cat” 
concerns which have operated in that 
city and the surrounding country, and 
made such inroads upon the leg- 
itimate business of insurance. Quite an 
astounding proportion of the pclicies 
held there are found to be in companies 
either before unheard of or rated by the 
Underwriters’ Association as bogus and 
irresponsible. Among the most daring 
and successful of these swindles was 
found the‘‘Brunswick Fire and Marine,” 
of Wheeling, West Virginia. An office 
of this so-cailed company was opened in 
Ney Orleans and its agent quietly went 
to Work and sold out tothe credulous 
public something over six hundred of his 
flimsy policies, taking risks without re_ 
gard to their character and for any 
amount, at the ridiculously cheap and 
captivating figure of 14 percent. He 
collected his premiums and was evident- 
ly doing a thriving business, when a 
timely investigation led to his exposure 
and arrest, and the ‘‘Brunswick Fire and 
and Marine” was found to be as gorgeous 
a myth and delusion as ever was palmed 
off upon a community. 

It is the duty of business men to look 
into the soundness of their investments 
Particularly, in these times, into the sta. 
bility and responsibility of their insurers. 
In securing your property against de- 
struction and loss, remember that the 
cheapest is not always the best.

PAYING OLD DEBTS AGAIN. 


The supreme court of the United 
States has recently made a decision 
which will be of interest to the people of 
the south in more than one way. The 
case before the court was from the.cir. 
cuit court of the Eastern district of Vir- 
ginia, and its history is about as follows: 
On the 8th day of April, 1861, Charles 
Stover executed to Fretz and wife a bond 
for $2,366.55, payable on or before the 
ist of March 1 The bond wis made 
in Fauquier county, Va., where Stover 
lived and secured by a, deed of trust 
upon real estate in said county. The 
bond and deed of trust were delivered to 
Samuel Chilton, agent and attorney for 
Fretz and wife, who resided in Pennsy!- 
vania. 

The civil war came on and as a matter 
of course communication became unlaw- 
ful and impossible between the states 
wherein the parties lived. Just before 
the date of its maturity, Stover paid the 
amount named in the bond to Chilton, in 
Virginia bank notes and Confederate 
scrip, at their face value and was return- 
ed his bond and deed of trust. But 
after the war had closed, F'retz and wife, 
having been apprised of this transaction, 
demurred in no mistakable terms and 
filed a bill in chancery, charging want 
of authority in Chilton to receive the

Terre Havre, Inp., July 9.—Lon 
Point, a station on the Vandalia railroa 
three miles west of Casey, Illinois, is a 
place where all trains on the road usually 
stop for water. Itis a lonesome place, 
situated in the woods, with no one living 
within a mile and abhalf of it. It bas been 
long considered by the railroad men as a 
dangerous’ place. Several times lately 
the engineers have seen suspicious per- 
sons lurking about there at night, and 
have run by without stopping for water. 


ENGINEER AMES KILLED, 
e 


Last night at midnight, as train No. 5 
east bound, conductor Fraley,and an en- 

ineer Milo Ames, came up to Long 

vint for water, two men boarded the 
locomotive, one from each side, and said 
tu the engineer, ‘‘pull out.” “ 

The engineer was at first somewhat be- 
wildered, when they said again, ‘‘pull 
out,” when he, seeming to comprehend 
the situation, said: ‘‘all right, [ll pull 
out.” 

TLe men then said, ‘‘we will run the 
thing ourselves,” and at that both rob- 
bers fired. One of the shots killed the 
engineer instantly, and the other lodged 
in the cab, 

MESSENGER BURKE ATTACKED, 


The fireman, who was on the tank 
taking in-water, immediately jumped 
and ran to the rear of the train to notify 
the train men, having heard the con- 
versation and comprehending the situa- 
tion. 

During these proceedings at the engine 
‘a confyderate had detached the Adams 
express car, and they then, pulling the 
engine wide open, ran her about two 
miles east and stopped, blowing off 
brakes to deceive the express messenger. 
They then went to the door of the car 
and said, ‘‘Let me in, Jack.” He replied 
tothem, ‘‘You sons of bitches, | am 
ready for you. If you ever come in here 
you are dead men.’ 

The robbers then commenced firing 
into the car. The messenger, Burke, 
said it seemed to him tha: there were a 
dozen of them, as the shots seemed to 
come from all directions, 


PURSUIT BY THE TRAIN MEN. 


The conductor and train men, after 
the shots were fired, saw the situation of 
affairs, and at once set about to pursue 
them. They could only find one revol- 
ver on the train, but found two soldiers 
on the train who were armed with car- 
bines. With these weapons the: train 
men and the two soldiers started in pur 
suit of the engine and the robbers, but 
when they came up to the engine all was 
quiet, the robbers having tled. They 
found the engineer in the bottom of his 
cab, cold and stiff. 

There chanced to be a freight engineer 
(Jack Vandergreff) on the train, and he, 
with the fireman, immediately ran the 
engine back to the train and brought it 
in. 


ENTIRE FAILURE OF THE ROBBERS. 


The robbers failed to gain any entrance 
whatever into the express car, it being 
one of the close kind, having no win. 
dows, and very strong every way. Had 
they detached the American express car 
also, which was immediately in the rear 
of the Adams, they would undoubtedly 
have accomplished their gbject, as it was 
an open car having windows, and the 
floors not being very strong. The train- 
men found the hammer by which the 
coupling pin was knocked out, and which 
may hereafter serve as a clue to the dis- 
covery of the perpetrators of this outrage. 


BEWARD OF FERED FOR THE MURDERERS. 
The train men speak in very flattering 
terms of the pluck and bravery displayed 
by the express messenger, Burke, under 
the trying circumstances in which he 
was placed. There is intense feeling 
among the railroad men over the tragical 
death of engineer Ames, and should the 
perpetrators be caught it is very gener- 
ally believed that it will not cost the 
state anything to prosecute them. En- 
gineer Ames was one Of the best engin- 
cers on the road. He was about thirty- 
five years old, and had been married but 
a short time. The robbers who boarded 
the locomotiye wore linen dusters.

I, therefore, proceeded 
to prune all the the limbs fiom one of wy 
trees, (the only ove affected at the time,) 
butina few days the tree presented the 
same dark, unhealthy aj-pearance, | pruned 
again with the same result. After waiting 
uotil I found I should lose my tree, unless 
something else was done, I made my gar 
dener remove the dirt from around the tree 
and filed with ashes, as Mr. McCiendon 
recommended, and | ain hopeful of good 
resulte, for I know the reots were badly in- 
terfered with by the moles, and may have 
been by the worms or borers, but my exam- 
ination was not sufficieatly minute to dis- 
cover them. I now have anotber tree 
which has begun to show blight, andl ic- 
tend to apply Mr. McCiendon’s remedy to 
it before it is badly damaged, and bope for 
a good results.
